In a proclamation issued 
Sunday, 
Governci Thomas E. Kilby condemns 
the acts of violence committed in this 
and other counties and characterizes 
the acts as a blow at the fundamental, 
principles of government. 
It became known here today that 
fficiab of the state fire marshal's of- 
ice have been in Morgan county, in­ 
vestigating the* burning of the store 
of laylor and Barnett at Hanceville. 
It has been persistently rumored also 
that the United States government 
has had agents at work on the "night- 
riders” cases. 
The governor's proclamation fol­ 
lows:

Whereas, the felony of blowing up, 
burning or otherwise destroying gins 
and gin houses has been committed 
!n the state of Alabama, and the per­ 
petrator is unknown, and unknown 
parties have threatened to burn and 
dc*rAToyvother gins in this state and 
Whereas, this 
character of law­ 
lessness deliberately violates one of 
the 
fundamental purposes for which 
government is established, namely the 
protection of property and persons in 
the pursuit of happiness, and threat­ 
ens to substitute for orderly govern­ 
ment a reign of violence and terror; 
now, 
Therefore, 1, Thomas E. Kilby, as 
governor of he state of Alabama, do 
by this proclamation offer a reward 
in the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars for the arrest and conviction 
of anyone guilty of the crimt of blow­ 
ing up, burning or otherwise criminal­ 
ly destroying any gin or gin house in 
the state of Alabama, or anyone aid­ 
ing or abetting in the commission of 
such crime

hereto, at Montgomery, this, the ninth 
day of October, A. D,, 1920.

of the charge by Senator 
Spencer, 
Republican,

President Wilson promised Roumania 
and Serbia American military aid in 
men and ships during bis participa­ 
tion in the peace conference, a tran­ 
script of a stenographic report of the 
President's utterances 
at 
a secret 
plenary session of the conference on 
May 31, 1979, was made public today 
at the White House. 
The President was quoted in the 
stenographic report, mad# public to­ 
day, as having stated at this session 
“how cpn a power like the United 
States, for example, for I can speak 
tor no other, after signing thb treaty, 
if it contains elements which they 
they do not believe will be permanent, 
go 2,000 miles away across the sea 
and report to its people that it has 
mode a settlement of a peace of the 
world. It cannot do and yet there un­ 
derlies punder all these transactions, 
the expectation on the part, for ex- 
ample, of Roumania and of Czecho­ 
slovakia and of Serbia, that if any 
covenants of thb settlement are not 
observed, the United States will send 
her armies and her navy to see that 
they are observed.” 1 
Force Guarantee 
The President was also quoted as 
having stated "we must not close our 
eyes to the fact that in the last ana­ 
lysis, the military and naval strength 
of the great powers will be the final 
guarantee of the peace of the world.” 
The stenogrphic report quoted was 
contained in a letter, addressed by hb 
author, F. A. Carbon, 1101 Ashland 
Block, Chicago, to Charles F. Swen, 
now stenographer to the 
President, 
which was attached to a preliminary 
statement issued by Joseph P. Tum­ 
ulty, the president’s secretary.

In his statement, Mr. Tumulty said 
“with reference to the telegram of

Premier Dratiano, of Rou­ 
mania, 'You must not forget that it 
b force which b the final guarantee 
of peace.
